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Sponges Left in Patients 


Dr. A. R. Kilgore of San Fran- 
‘isco, president of the Pacific Coast 
Gursicn Association, told that or- 
anization the other day that “few 
of us realize how frequently the ac- 
cident happens” of a surgeon or his 
assistants leaving a sponge or sur- 
gical instrument within the abdo- 
men of a patient. 


If a sponge is left in the patient, 
he pointed out, there is a “mortal- 
ity rate of 25 per cent.” If a sur- 
gical instrument is left in, and he 
says there have been cases of an 
instrument of “substantial size” be- 
ing left in, then the mortality rate 
is around 40 per cent. 


Dr. Kilgore is to. be commended 
for his courageous forthrightness. 
Here is an evil, and he goes after it, 
presumably willing to have his re- 
marks published in the press, since 
they were so published.

Too often leaders of a profession 
or institution spend in trying to 
hush up an evil the energy which 
should be spent in removing the 
evil. 


Victor Riesel in his syndicated 
column on labor matters in the 
Oakland Tribune reported’ the 


other day that “a prominent CIO 
union ... to keep the lid on a scan- 
dal involving one of its highest offi- 
cers ... dropped him quietly as 
soon as it learned of corruption, 
shakedowns and terrorizing of em- 
ployers ,.. However, its secret has 
been kept and the story is around 
in many circles.”

tinues, “is for the union to reveal | 
that those inside labor are human | 


and there are those who can be 
corrupted. The full story should he 
told as a warning to others playing 
with the mobs.”

In the case just cited, Riesel 
speaks simply of “a prominent CIO 
union.” But in his column several 
times lately he has named flatly 
certain AFL international unions, 
and their leaders, too, by name, in 
connection with scandalous situa-

bev. known in AFL circles to be 
true. In other cases he has cer- 
tainly been specific enough, and 
told of cutrageous enough mis- 
deeds, to make himself subject to 


heavy damages for libel if he 
couldn't prove his statements, 
Organized labor in both of its 


main branches would do well to fol- 
low the example of Dr. Kilgore. In- 
stead of spending energy standing 
by quacks and crooks, we should 


devote that energy to exposing 
them and getting rid of them. If 
sponges and surgical instruments 
of “substantial size” are left in 


the abdomen of the patient, let's go 
after the problem as Dr. Kilgore 
did!

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TV Seen As Savior of Movie Theatres 


Steps for the eventual local wed- 
ding of Television and Motion Pic- 
tures, which have been going 
through a long courtship stage are 
outlined in part of the following ex- 
cerpt taken from the monthly bul- 
Tetin of the State Theatrical Fed- 
eration: 


“Convinced that large screen tele- 
vision—in color and. as projected by 
the widely touted Swiss invented 
Eidophor TV system—is the only 
thing that will save the motion pic- 
ture theatre from virtual extinction, 
Fox West Coast Theatres has ini- 
tiated plans to install the new de- 
vice in 73 of the more important 
theatres—spread from San Diego to 
Sacramento.

Fresno Registration Drive 


Finds Few Eligible to Vote 

FRESNO, Calif. (L.PA)—In the 
midst of a registration drive, the 
Fresno Labor Council conducted a 
spot check and learned that only 
37 per cent are eligible to vote. 

Secretary Chet Cary told a spe- 
cial meeting of union secretaries 
and business agents that “our job 
is to protect unions from destruc- 
tion. There is no value to selling 
union members on voting for labor- 
endorsed candidates if they are not 
registered.” He pointed out that 
there are 24 sections of the Taft- 
Hartley. law, not yet used, which 
can be employed to wreck unions. 
Also cited were 75 union-busting 
bills introduced at the last session 
of the California legislature, which 
were sidetracked with the greatest 
difficulty. 

Said one leader, summing up the 
thoughts of others present: “Such 
meetings as this may be the last 
rites of the free labor movement if 
we get fat, lazy and soft in the 
head regarding need for political 
activity in behalf of labor’s friends.”

SHELLEY RAISES QUERY: 
HOW FAR CAN FOLLY GO? 


~ Our readers will scarcely fail to note the display on this 
pve of a statement by Congressman John F. Shelley of San 
rancisco. 

When we get to the point where men like the late Ed Van- 
deleur and Sandy Watchman are reported to have been Com- 
mies or pro-Commies, and a Government official is hauled away 
from his work in Ecuador to face the charge that he knew Ed 
and Sandy—then we've either reached “the point of no return,” 
or the point where we pull ourselves together and decide to 
return to Americanism. 


We urge our readers to peruse carefully Congressman Shel- 
ley’s statement. We also urge any labor people who have been 
inclined to take lightly the spreading disease appropriately 
known as McCarthyism to consider Shelley's statement with 
special care. 

Senator Pat McCarran of Nevada seems to be trying hard 
to have the disease become known as McCarranism rather than 
McCarthyism. The other day when McCarran was heckling 
and verbally bludgeoning a college professor McCarran re- 
marked that “every Communist in America’ would denounce 
him, McCarran, for his patriotic zeal. There is danger of the 
American flag getting badly soiled indeed if it continues to be 
wrapped so dramatically every other minute around the hulks 
of such Senators. 

As for the Senator from Wisconsin, the New York Times de- 
elared editorially on October 1 that ‘‘many of us have bequn to 
suspect that there must be some good, however small, in any- 
body who has aroused Senator McCarthy's ire.” 

The trouble is, there are still “many of us” and right in the 
labor movement, too, who haven't waked up to the menace. 


Graham Greene, the distinguished Catholic novelist, said on 
his recent visit to this country: 

“You may be prepared to take on Stalin, but not Mc- 
Carthyism.” 

We must be prepared to take on both, or we are not rightly 
prepared at all. 

U. S. High Commissioner McCloy in Germany recently said 
that “neo-Nazism is a constant potential danger.” 

It’s a danger, here, too. That’s why we're glad Congressman 
Shelley promptly issued his statement on the case he describes 
in the adjoining columns of this issue of East Bay Labor Journal. 


BITS AND BITES 


MARK SULLIVAN is one of the most delightfully inept syn- 
dicated writers whose stuff appears in the dear old Trib. Some 
time ago Sullivan wrote: ‘The feeling of the present generation 
of Republicans about the Truman Administration is suggested 
by what a distinguished Republican of an older generation said 
about the Administration of Woodrow Wilson. At the Repub- 
lican National Convention of 1920 the keynote speaker declared 
that ‘Mr. Wilson and his dynasty, his heirs and assigns, or any- 
body that is his, anybody who with bent knee has served his 
purposes must be driven from all control, from all influence upon 
the Government of the United States.’ ’ Who was it. then, that 
the Republicans put in the White House in place of Woodrow 
Wilson? Why, it was Warren Harding! 


——_—— 


HARRY H. HOLLINS, editor of the Kern County Labor Journal, 
Points out that there were “Harding-Coolidge-Hoover tax scandals,” 
and that “the boys in those days didn’t fool around with mink coats 
or vacations in Miami... they went in for the real thing and gave 
away tax money in bucket-fulls.” 


WHEN A STORE WAS PICKETED in a Peninsula town 
some time ago, an employe of the store told the daily paper 
there: “We are better off without union membership. The union 
asked us to join, but we declined. Although we do not belong to 
any union, this chain’s employes in this county receive the same 
scale paid in the next county, where the employes are in a union. 
We are satisfied with our salaries and our working conditions, 
and we do not want to join the unign.”” That's just perfect. The 
union sets a good scale in the adjoining county, the company to 
avert spread of unionism raises the pay in the county where em- 
ployes don’t belong to the union, and the free-rider takes the 
bait. It happens again and again! 


ANARCHIC, DECADENT, STERILE ideas of democracy” prevail 
in the United States, asserts a blast from Tito’s Yuogoslayia. For- 
tunately such ideas don’t prevail here—not yet, at any rate. But cer- 
tainly many profiteers are anarchists who think that democracy 
means the sky is the limit; certainly the Sons and Daughters of the 
American Revolution who cultivate racial prejudice have decadent 
ideas of democracy; and certainly labor leaders who think that de- 
mocracy consists in denouncing liberals as Commies and “going 
along with the boys” have sterile ideas of democracy. 


WHEN BERKELEY CITY COUNCIL last year was con- 
sidering the rent decontrol action that body later took, two Uni- 
versity teaching assistants asked members of the City Council 
where they could get apartments in line with their modest sal- 
aries. The teaching assistants, according to the Daily Cal of 
August 10, 1951, “phoned these realtors ... None of them had 
any houses available under $125.” Isn’t it odd that the member 
of U. C. President Sproul’s office who sits on that City Council 
voted to decontrol rents? 


THE PRUDENTIAL INSURANCE AGENTS winning their 
strike, and sticking to it some 80 days to do it, was an important 
event in the current history of labor. It may have marked a turning 
point. Delegate Foley of the Insurance Agents was right when he 
told the Central Labor Council that from now on much of the mem- 
bership gain in organized labor will come from the recruiting of 
white collar workers. Certainly these white collar workers showed 
a lot of pluck and the true union spirit in their strike.

ABSURD ‘LOYALTY’ PROBE DENOUNCED BY SHELLEY 


East Bay Labor Journal is publishing in full herewith a state- 
ment issued by Congressman John F. Shelley of San Francisco 
on ridiculous charges made in a “loyalty” case. 

Shelley in a letter to Secretary Robert S. Ash of the Central 
Labor Council said that he was enclosing a copy of his state- 
ment, issued February 14, addressed “To Whom It May Con- 
cern,” and that he had prepared the statement “in the matter of 
hearings now pending on loyalty charges against Warren Corn- 
well, presently employed bv the Government to direct housing 
activities under the Point IV program in Ecuador.” 

Shelley in his letter went on to say that “while I did not, and 
do not, know Cornwell well, one basis for the charges against 
him was that he had at one time been associated with Ed Van- 
deleur and Sandy Watchman, both of whom the report labels 
as Commie symnathizers. My statement on the matter was ac- 
tivated by the ridiculousness of any charge ascribing Commu- 
nist activitv or symnathy with Communism to either Ed Van- 
deleur or Sandy Watchman.” 

Shellev concludes his letter with this: “I am sure you will be 
interested in this as an example of the ridiculous extent to which 
present loyaltv investigations are being measured.” 

’ Following is Shelley’s statement: 

Mr. Warren Cornwell today visited my office and informed 
me that an adverse report on his lovalty to the Government of 
the United States is now pending. Mr. Cornwell further stated 
that he gs advised that one of the grounds for questioning his 
loyalty was that he had been acquainted with. and had contact 
with one Edward Vandeleur and one Alexander Watchman. 

I have not had opportunity to know Mr. Cornwell intimately, 
although I do recall having met him, and I do recollect that he 
was active in the field of public housing in and around San 
Francisco. However, I did know Mr. Edward Vandeleur and 
Mr. Alexander Watchman. both of whom are now deceased. 

In fact, I knew them intimately and I think, well. Any 
charge by anyone that either of these men were Communists, 
Communist sympathizers, fellow travelers, or even tolerant to- 
ward Communists and Communism is iust about the most ridic- 
ulous thing I have heard in my lifetime. Such a charge certainly 
was not based on much of an investigation, and any investiga~ 
tion so done was certainly not carried on by a person with a 
knowledge of the facts. 


Shelley Knew Ed Vandeleur Well 


Prior to my election to Congress I served as the president of 
the San-Francisco Labor Council from January, 1937, to April,

1949, and from April, 1949, to January,-1950, served as secre- 
tary of the Council, succeeding John A. O'Connell who died in 
April of 1949. From August of 1947 to October, 1950, I served 
as president of the California State Federation of Labor. 

Both of these organizations are the parent bodies of A. F. L. 
unions in their respective jurisdictions. 

From January, 1929, to the present time I held, and still hold 
membership in Bakery Wagon Drivers Local 484 of San Fran- 
cisco; affiliated with the International Brotherhood of Team- 
sters. I served as member of the executive board, vice-president 
and as chairman and member of various committees in thg Bak- 
ery Wagon Drivers Union; I became a delegate from the Bak- 
ery Wagon Drivers to the San Francisco Labor Council in the 
summer of 1932 and remained as delegate from that union to the 
council until my resignation in January, 1950, when I was sworn 
in as a member of Congress. 

Mr. Edward Vandeleur served as president of the San Fran- 
cisco Labor Council and later as president and subsequently 
as executive secretary, of the California State Federation of 
Labor. He was at all times known as a fearless fighter against, 
and a foe of, Communism and Communists. 

It so happens that I did not always agree with Mr. Van- 
deleur in some of labor's internal policies and we had our very 
heated debates, both in the San Francisco Labor Council and at 
the State Federation of Labor conventions. Nevertheless, these 
differences at no time detracted from our friendship with, and 
respect for, each other. 

Mr. Vandeleur was at times the subject of vicious attacks by 
persons who referred to him as a “phoney” and a “red baiter”’ 
because of his’ outspoken opposition to the Communist Party 
and Commie stooges. 


Harry Lundeberg Backed Vandeleur 


I take this opportunity to name others, still alive and active 
in the A. F. L. movement in California, who not only were well 
acquainted with Ed Vandeleur, but who during his lifetime in 
labor worked with him and supported him in his fight against 
the Commies ... men such as Mr. Harry Lundeberg of the 
Sailors Union of the Pacific, still a vice-president of the Cali- 
fornia State Federation of Labor; Joe Deveny, president of the 
Teamsters Union of San Francisco; W. J. Buzzell. organizer for 
the Joint Culinary Board of Los Angeles, and Tom Pitts, my 
successor as president of the California State Federation of 
Labor and presently the president of that body.

In fact, I can supply hundreds of names of men in the Cali- 
fornia Labor Movement who will wrathfully resent such a libel 
upon the memory of Edward Vandeleur when they hear of it. 


|\Sandy Watchman a Loyal American 


Alexander (Sandy) Watchman is in a similar category to 
that set forth above covering Mr. Vandeleur. He was born in 
Scotland and immigrated to this country from Canada. 

To the best of my recollection he served in a Canadian regi- 
ment during World War I. He was a very loyal and trusted 
member of the International Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners of America, and was the president and business agent 
of Carpenters Local 22 in San Francisco. 

He later became the president of the San Francisco Building 
and Construction Trades Council, a departmental council of 
the San Francisco Labor Council made up of local unions en- 
gaged in the building industry. In our respective capacities, Ed 
Vandeleur as Secretary of the California State Federation of 
Labor, Alexander Watchman as president of the San Francisco 
Building and Construction Trades Council, and myself as prési- 
dent of the San Francisco Labor Council, we served together on 
many committees representing labor on political, economic and 
civic issues. 

Mr. Watchman was considered to be a most trusted and 
loyal citizen of this country and was so recognized by two Gov- 
ernors of the State of California. He was appointed as a member 
of the Industrial Accident Commission of California by Gover- 
nor Culbert Olson, a Democrat, about 1939, and was reap- 
pointed twice by the present. Governor Earl Warren, a 
Republican. 


Outrageous Libel on AFL Leaders 


Such a libel upon the memory of both of these men is not only 
resented by me individually, but is a matter which should be, 
and I am sure will be, resented by thousands of good, sound 
American citizens in the State of California. 

Any charge of disloyalty leveled at Mr. Cornwell or anyone 
else, with no better basis than that they were associates of such 
splendid citizens as Ed Vandeleur or Sandy Watchman, should 
be completely discredited by any impartial investigating or 
adjudicating body. 

I would personally consider the knowledge that Mr. Corn- 
well was an associate of either of those two gentlemen a strong 
recommendation, rather than evidence on which to raise a 
question concerning his loyalty to the United States. 


WOMEN IN THIS WORLD

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WALTER REUTHER whirled 
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into town last week and took time | 


out from a busy schedule to grant 
the press an interview. The present 
writer attended that interview and 
came away impressed by the cali- 
bre of the tough, lively, red-headed 
president of the CIO United Auto- 
mobile Workers _ International 
Union. 

East Bay Labor Journal was in- 
vited to the interview through the 
courtesy of H. Whiteside, sub- 
regional director for the UAW. 

Reuthers views on labor, politics, 
the war and Communism left no 
doubt that here was a man with a 
solid grasp of important matters 
that face America and the world 
today. 


HE BLAMED poor defense plan- 
ning by the federal government as 
the cause of the unnecessary un- 
employment 
workers in Detroit alone. 

Congress, he said, ought to give 
some ‘financial assistance to these 
unemployed workers “during this 
period of transition” seeing as how 
Congress has already given special 
financial assistance to corporations 
to the tune of $14,000,000,000. 

He said it would take only about 
$200,000,000 to take care of the un- 
employed workers, many of whom 
have already exhausted their state 
unemployment insurance benefits. 


AFTER JOKINGLY giving this 
writer the go-ahead to ask him a 
question, Reuther said he was not 
optimistic about the future getting 
together of the AFL and CIO. 

He said that as a result of the 
recent breakup of the United Labor 
Policy Committee, he felt the only 
way both organizations will unite 
will be for them to “build a big 
new house for labor.” 


MIXING THE KOREAN WAR 
and politics, Reuther demolished 
the Taft-Knowland mentality . of 
using Chinese nationalist troops on 
Formosa to attack the mainland of 
China. 

“How could Chiang Kai-shek, 
with a few hundred thousand men, 
defeat the Communists in China 
when he failed to keep his seat 
there with millions of troops at his 
command?” he scoffed. 

He added that he would hate to 
see Taft president of the United 
States. 


REUTHER GAVE convincing 
evidence of a sense of humor and 
tact by skilfully parrying personal 
questions seeking a clue to his fu- 
ture activities. 

However, in answer to a question 
concerning his salary, he boasted 
that he was the lowest paid presi- 
dent of one of America’s biggest 
unions. 

He said he received $11,000 a 
year for leading the third largest 
union in the United States. The 
UAW has a membership of approxi- 
mately 945,000. 


WITH A PARTING compliment 
to California’s balmy climate, Reu- 
ther was off to fill a dozen or so 
other engagements in the bay area 
and in Southern California.

1—A Communist believes the in- 
dividual must be sacrificed for the 
good of the masses; a liberal has 
high regard for the value and in- 
tegrity of the individual. 

2—A eCommunist interprets and 
misinterprets history for his own 
purposes; a liberal studies history 
honestly and learns from it. 

3—A Communist uses the ills and 
defects of the capitalist system to 
foment anger and class strife: a 
liberal points out those ills, but 
tries to cure them. 

4—A Communist believes that the 
government is the master of the 
people; a liberal believes that the 
government is the servant of the 
people. 

5—A Communist will attack *so- 
cialists and progressives even more 
violently than he attacks conserva- 
tives; a liberal tends to agree and 
to compromise with people holding 
the same general point of view. 

6—A Communist, to attain his 
seemingly bright idealistic goals, 
uses any means at his disposal— 
lies, blackmail, bloodshed, murder; 
the liberal, although he may have 
some of the same ends in mind, 
uses honorable means. 

7—-A Communist uses the arts— 
literature, painting, music—in a 
strictly functional sense, to fur- 
ther the aims of world communism; 
a liberal appreciates the arts for 
their own sake. - 

&8—A Communist is absolutely in- 
defatigable in “serving” an organ- 
ization he wishes to control. He will 
do anything, even stay at a meet- 
ing until 3 a.m., by which time, un- 
fortunately, the non-Communist lib- 
erals will have gone home. 

9—A Communist, although he pre- 
tends to be independent, always 


takes his orders from above: a lib- 
eral makes up his own mind. 

10—A Communist. because he 
takes orders from above, is some- 
times trapped by an_ overnight 
change of party policy; a liberal 
ean change his mind but he does so 
slowly, painfully, and by his own 
volition. 

11—A Communist particinates in 
secret, underground activity. He 
feels that he has something to con- 
eceal’ a liberal works toward his 
goals above ground and in the open. 

12—A Communist is committed to 
violence, although he seeks to hide 
it in every possible way; a liberal 
is just as dedicated to peaceful 
methods. One is revolutionary, the 
other evolutionary.

St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
Of 38 important industrial min- 
erals, which are doubly important 
just now because of the defense 
effort, the United States— 
Produces all we need in the case 
of only nine; 
*Produces 60 per cent of what we 


need in the case of 20; 
Produces none of what we need 
in the case of seven. 


These rather startling facts go 
\ far to justify the statemen® of 
*Manly Fleischmann, Defense Pro- 


duction Administrator, that “Amer- 
ican self-sufficiency in raw ma- 
terials is a myth.” 

Mr. Fleischmann cited the facts 
in support of the recent agreement 
to trade American steel for British 
aluminum, but their implications 
are much wider, Americans had 
just as well get used to the idea 
that our economy is dependent 
upon the rest of the world for cer- 
tain things, as other parts of the 
world are dependent upon us for 
certain things. The dependency is 
not, as so often assumed, a one- 
way street.
